Autumn 73 in Auburn

Fall Quarter, 1973, will probably be over 
when this Alumnews arrives at last in your mail- 
box. It has been a busy fall—the town bustling 
with 15,705 students (5,922 women and 9,783 
men, making that ever-narrowing ratio of men 
to women now 1.65 to 1.0) during the week and 
bursting with thousands of football fans who ar- 
rive by the car- and busload during the week- 
ends, 

Auburn’s increased enrollment contrasts with 
a national trend. Many colleges—state as well 
as private—found decreasing numbers of stu- 
dents at their doors this fall, a result attributed 
to the ending of the draft and the fact that a de- 
gree is no longer the job insurance of the past. 

For the first time this fall, Auburn accepted 
students on a quota system based on academic 
program rather than sex, and as a result the num- 
ber of women in the freshman class is up slightly. 
(In years past, Auburn admitted 1,500 freshmen 
men and 1,000 freshmen women.) Applications 
are now being accepted for the class of 78 and 
the quota system depending on field of study 
rather than sex will continue to be used 


Bicycles Add New Snarls 


Also increasing at Auburn is a new traffic 
problem caused by the bicycle—easily apparent 
as one is almost run over by, or almost runs over, 
a bicycle at every other corner. Bicycle lanes 
appeared on the campus: and in town between 
quarters, but remain sadly insufficient for the 
hundreds of bicycles and dozens of routes they 


The old discrepancy between the number of 
cars and spaces to park them grows ever wider, 
making a parking place a thing to be prized— 
even by those with the revered “A” (faculty and 
staff) stickers, where registered cars outnumber 
matching parking spaces two to one. Annual 
discussion of parking problems in the conclaves 
of student and administrative bodies ended with 
the annual conclusion—it costs too much to build 
highrise parking—and mutterings of a campus 
transit system reminiscent of the busline that 
flopped some five years ago. 


Hamburgers, Malls, Apartments 


Building in the town and on the campus con- 
tinues—that of the town to provide students the 
three necessities: food, clothing, and shelter, with 
the first being the biggest. A new hamburger 
joint has opened across from the Presbyterian 
Church; an omelet specialty house is going up 
near the intersection of Glenn and College; what 
some 10-12 years ago was the hamburger spot, 
the Hungry Boy, out on the Opelika “strip” is 
now a Chinese restaurant; and soon the number 
of pizza places downtown will equal the ham- 
burger ones. 

The pride of the town developers and ana- 
thema of the downtown business community, the 
architecture faculty and students, and ecology- 
minded types, The Village Mall opened in Au- 
gust; bringing the modern concept in shopping

Solution to Energy Crisis is Not ‘Convenience’ Says Commoner — 


Go Back to Cottonand Returnable Bottles 


Dr. Barry Commoner debunked the common assumption 
that population increase is the villain in the problems of en- 
vironmental pollution and energy shortages when he spoke 


at Auburn the same night Presi- 
dent Nixon went on national TV 
to talk about the energy crisis. 
Noting that the energy crisis was 
something that a half-bright high 
school sophomore could have 
predicted three years ago—and 


many ecologists did — Dr. Com- 
moner placed the blame squarely 
on technological changes which 
result largely from quick-profit 
schemes. And he said that the 
solution to the problems will have 
to result from a change in atti- 


tudes and a paradoxical improve- 
ment in that same technology. 

At Auburn as the year’s first 
speaker in the Kelly Mosley En- 
vironmental Lecture Series, the 
pioneering ecologist said _ that 
“nearly every one of our environ- 
mental problems comes about 


from a change in the technology 


of meeting our social needs.” 
That change happened after

World War II: “1 assure you that 
if by a magic word we could re- 
turn the present situation to a 
1946 environmental _ situation, 
everybody would go home happy. 
There would be no environmen- 
tal crisis—no laws, no agitation, 
nothing.” 


Reduce Population 
86 Percent 


To get to that state by reduc- - 


ing population, which has been 
offered as an alternative to the 
environmental problem, Dr. Com- 
moner said “we would have to 
reduce the current population by 
86 percent.” 

To reach that state—if possible 
—by technology would mean, “a 
thirty percent improvement in 
technology.” 

Discussing the changes in tech- 
nology that have brought about 
the current. situation, Dr. Com- 
moner touched on the throwaway 
beer bottle, the fliptop can, and 
the change from soap to deter- 
gent and from other natural sub- 
stances to plastics. 

As an example, the infamous 
beer. bottle problem could be 
eliminated, Dr. Commoner point- 
ed out, by returning to returnable 
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beer bottles and improving the 
technology that makes them. In 
1946 each beer bottle was used 
approximately 40 times. Today 
it is used once and thrown away. 
Engineers could make improved 
beer bottles that could be used 
some ninety times and have the 
same ecological situation—regard- 
less of population increase—as in 
1946. 


‘Switch from 
Cotton to Synthetics 
Seriously Degraded 

Environment’ 


Another of the - technological 
displacements that’s occurred is 
that “cotton has been displaced 
by synthetics,” and Dr. Common- 
er pointed out that “the switch 
from cotton to synthetics has verv 
seriously degraded the environ- 
ment.” To produce a fiber takes 
energv. The cotton fiber energy 
comes from the sun—“You can 
think of the cotton fiber as con- 
gealed solar energy. . . You 
know now evervbody is saving 
that ‘the way we have to solve 


the energy crisis is to use solar

Go Back to Cotton and Returnables 


energy which is going to take 
years of research—it’s a very dif- 
ficult thing to trap solar energy— 
—a very difficult thing.’ And the 
cotton plant is sitting there quiet- 
ly doing it all the time. And it’s 
not just trapping solar energy, it 
is producing a social good which 
cannot be made without the use 
of energy.” 

Then, says Dr. Commoner, 
“along comes synthetics. Now 
how do you make a synthetic fi- 
ber? In the first place the raw 
materials for cotton are carbon 
dioxide and water which are in 
the air, free of charge. The raw 
materials for synthetics are petro- 
leum, crude oil and gas.” To get 
synthetic fiber (“there’s no nylon 
in gasoline, no polyethaline films 
in gasoline”) you take the crude 
oil and fractionate it, and burn it 
and distill it and change it and 
“the end result is that you have 
used petroleum and burned a lot 
of it in order to make this stuff. 

“So what a synthetic fiber rep- 
resents is something which makes 
use of a non-renewable resource, 
something which is not recycled. 
Whereas the cotton plant is using 
a renewable resource, the sun. 
The sun after all comes up every 
day—recycling, you know. In- 
stead of using this renewable 
source we turn around to the 
non-renewable. 


‘No Fuss, No Bother’ 


“The energy is transformed 
from the sun to the cotton quiet- 
ly, with no fuss, no fumes, no 
smoke, no pollution. Whereas the 
chemical fiber involves burning, 
various toxiant effluents come out 
of the plant, and it’s obviously 
more difficult on the environ- 
ment. 

“So the end result is that we 
have substituted for an ecolo- 
gically sound social good, the cot- 
ton fiber, the synthetic fiber 
which is much worse in social 
value.” 

Dr. Commoner gave an inter- 
esting array of figures from the 
governmental statistical abstracts 
comparing the petro-chemical in- 
dustry (largely plastics and other 
synthetics) with the average of

other manufactures in the U.S. 
To really consider the real worth 
of any product, he maintains you 
have to consider the social good 
versus the social bad. ; 

For instance, the value added 
to something in the process of 
manufacturing would be a social 
good, but the fuel used in manu- 
facturing would be considered a 
social bad because it is using a 
non-replaceable energy source. 

In comparing the chemical in- 
dustry with the average industry 
in value added, the fuel used in 
the chemical industry results in 
slightly less than % of the value 
added than does the average U.S. 
manufacturing industry. 

Dr. Commoner then pointed 
out that a social good would be 
the number of workers employed 
in the industry per billion BTUs 
of fuel, because jobs are good. 
The number of workers in the 
chemical industry is 163. “For 
every billion BTUs of energy 
burned and polluting the air you 
create 163 jobs; but for every 
billion BTUs in the average 
manufacturing, you create 954 
jobs.” 

A third factor to consider, Dr. 
Commoner said, is the amount of 
water pollution caused: “For a 
given amount of economic re- 
turn, the chemical industry pol- 
lutes the water five times that of 
the average industry.” 

As a result “in substituting 
synthetics for cotton we have 
very miuch increased the environ- 
mental cost of producing a given 
social good.” 

Worsen Environment 

5-fold for 
No-iron Shirt 

For a no-iron shirt, “You are 
worsening the environmental im- 
pact of obtaining a shirt five-fold 
per shirt. Is that what you want?” 

Profit making and convenience 
are the causes of exhorbitant 
uses of nonreplaceable energy. 
For instance to move freight a 
ton-mile is much less costly in 
fuel use by train than by truck, 
but more profitable to the owner 
by the latter: “It takes six times 
more fuel to move a ton-mile by 


truck than train; but the rate of 
return per dollar is more by 
truck.” 


Throwaway Bottle— 
40 Times Energy 


For the sake of convenience 
we have a no-iron shirt which in- 
creases energy use five-fold per 
shirt, the flip-top can “raises the 
energy cost of the container five- 
fold,” the throwaway bottle, one 
of the worse villains, raises “the 
environmental cost 40-fold.” 

Dr. Commoner pointed out 
that the consumer didn’t instigate 
the convenience items that re- 
quire so much extra energy to 
supply the same social good, i.e., 
the no-iron shirt, a throw away 
beer or Coke bottle, but rather 
the businesses seeking more 
money for their invested dollar. 


Villain: Short- 
Term Profit 


These new technologies have 
been “introduced by economic 
criteria—i.e., the short-term pro- 
fit. The cost—the pollution of the 
air, the running out of fuel—for 
this enhancing of the private re- 
turn, we are all made to bear in 
terms of a bigger social cost.” 


‘Social Question 
About Productive 
Decisions 


Dr. Commoner is optimistic 
about the future because he be- 
lieves that decisions for using re- 
sources will be made for the com- 
mon good. “The only way to ra- 
tionally use our resources—we 
now know we have to be rational 
—it used to be that we thought 
there was all the oil in the world, 
all the gas—now we have to 
worry—have to be thrifty. The 
decisions on how you produce 
goods will have to be made on 
an environmentally sound basis 
—that’s not the way we make the 
decisions today. The decisions are 
made on an economic basis. 

“From now on we are going to 
have to ask social questions about 
productive decisions.” 


Honoring W. V. Parker— 


Parker Hall Dedicated 


The wing of the Commons Building housing Auburn’s 
Department of Mathematics is now named William Vann 
Parker Hall in honor of the retired graduate dean and form- 


er mathematics head. At a con- 
vocation on Nov. 9 honoring 
Dean Parker, University officials 
spoke of the man and his accom- 
plishments and former students 
gathered to pay tribute to him. 

Dr. Robert Butz. professor of 
mathematics and former student 
of Dean Parker, called him a na- 
tural teacher “with a truly great 
mind, particularly situated for 
mathematical problems. Dean 
Parker was a_ scholar trying to 
get his students to perceive math- 
ematics as it appeared to him.” 

Mrs. Rebecca Roden, Graduate 
School registrar and assistant to 
the dean, spoke of her 16-year as- 
sociation with Dean Parker and 
the growth of the graduate pro- 
gram under him. She pointed out 
that enrollment in the graduate 
programs had almost tripled 
under Dean Parker. 

“It is not difficult,” she com- 
mented, “to run up impressive 
figures at the price of mediocrity. 
That price Dean Parker was 
never willing to pay. 

“In routine technical matters 
he could compromise and make 
allowances for human problems,” 
Mrs. Roden continued. “but 
never upon the matter of stand- 
ards. He was willing to listen to 
anyone . . . to help solve almost 


any problem, if he could do so 
without violating academic prin- 
ciple.” 

Dr. Parker had spent almost 
50 years in education when he re- 


tired on July 1, 1972. He had 
been at Auburn over 22 years, 
serving a joint appointment as 
dean of the Graduate School and 
head of the Department of Math- 
ematics for 12 years. 

The two other wings of Com- 
mons also honor former Auburn 
deans, Dr. Fred Allison, Auburn’s 
first Graduate Dean and head of 
the Physics Department; and Dr. 
Charles Saunders, former Dean 
of the School of Chemistry. 


Dr. Drake Seeks 
AU Radio History 


Dr. H. L. Drake, professor of 
broadcasting in the Speech De- 
partment and advisor to the cam- 
pus radio station WEGL, is seek- 
ing information relative to old 
broadcasting stations at Auburn.

Grant Aids New Teachers 


A teacher's first year on the job often proves to be a 
losing experience—for his or her students and for the young 
teacher who often “drops out” after that first year and 


changes careers. Now Auburm’s 
School of Education, through a 
$240,000 grant from the State 
Department of Education is set- 
ting out to change that situation. 
First year teachers will find ex- 
perienced help available to them 
from Auburn and the State staff. 
and so will the pilot school dis- 
tricts involved in the project. Dr. 
Ray C. Phillips, project director, 
sees the program as “primarily 
improving teacher competence 
and confidence, thereby improv- 
ing the quality and kind of learn- 
ing opportunities afforded the 
elementary and secondary stu- 
dents of Alabama.” The ten 
school systems in the pilot pro- 
gram include Lanett, Lee Coun- 
ty, Opelika, Phenix City, Auburn, 
Macon County, Alexander City, 
Russell County, Chambers Coun- 
ty, and Tallapoosa County.

“Scholars competent in these 
areas inform me that this collec- 
tion is one of the finest of its kind 
in the Southeastern United 
States,” Dr. Hobbs said. He not- 
ed that the collection is particul- 
arly strong on the history of the 
era of the Russian Revolution: 
“So strong in fact, that Auburn 
may reasonably claim to have the 
most complete and systematic re- 
search collection in the South on 
the period of the Revolution and 
one of the most important col- 
lections on the subject in North 
America.” 


Dean Hobbs termed the collec- 
tion invaluable for undergraduate 
and graduate studies in Auburn's 
School of Arts and Sciences, es- 
pecially in such areas as history, 
political science, economics, for- 
eign languages, and philosophy. 


At the time the collection was 
begun in the early 1960's, Au- 
burn offered only a limited num- 
ber of courses in the areas which 
are covered by the collection, 
them 
now a 


most of general surveys. 
There are variety of 
specialized courses at both the 
graduate and _ undergraduate 
levels, and an active interdepart- 


mental Committee on East Eu- 


ropean and Russian Studies. Dr. 
Jacob Walkin, chairman of that

_ Something Afoot in Montgomery

After expending so much space here lament- 
ing the shortcomings of public education, I am 
pleased to make a positive report: The public 
schools of Montgomery are in the midst of an 
exciting pilot program that may reverse the de- 
plorable record of public schools in teaching his- 
tory. 

Most of you, I am sure, have noted the same 
things that I have about history 
in public schools. Administrators 
have seemed to share Henry 
Ford’s assessment of history as 
“bunk.” They offered it because 
they had to and assigned teach- 
ers with little regard to profi- 
ciency or enthusiasm. As a re- 
sult most students have grown 
up considering history an un- 
conscionable bor e—an_assort- 
ment of dreary dates, musty 
facts, and dry bones of an incomprehensible past. 

In contrast to this normal situation, Mont- 
gomery junior high students, their teachers, and 
even their administrators are enthusiastic about 
a teaching approach that has brought history to 
life in their classrooms. There the records of the 
past have not only become interesting but have 
also assumed relevance for their daily lives. 

The project which has brought about this 
promising revolution is the brain child of Pro- 
fessor O. T. Ivey, who developed a special cul- 
tural approach to teaching during his long tenure 
with the Auburn University History Department. 
Now with the assistance of Dr. Andrew M. 
Weaver of the Auburn School of Education, Pro- 
fessor Ivey is transmitting his teaching princi- 
ples, tremendous knowledge, and unbounded en- 
thusiasm to teachers and through them to stu- 
dents in Montgomery. 

It is not my intent here to explain Professor 
Ivey's method in detail. (Miss Lovvorn plans a 
special feature for that purpose in the near fu- 
ture.) I only wish to alert those interested in

_real education that something significant is afoot 


in the Montgomery schools where some seventh 
graders can put to shame many of us adults who 
assume to know something about history. 

Lest my own excitement appear to exceed 
reasonable bounds, I should note that I am not 
certain about whether the results that I had the 
privilege of witnessing on a recent visit are pri- 
marily the product of the method or of the man 
who discovered it—or, as he would maintain, re- 
discovered it. 

The possibility that the man, the great teach- 
er, is the primary source of inspiration and learn- 
ing caused me to pause before voicing this un- 
accustomed positive note. But after interview- 
ing some of those Montgomery teachers indivi- 
dually, I realized that distinctions about man, 
matter, and method may not be so important in 
this case. For the man and his method have cre- 
ated disciples with an evangelical fervor so that 
there is hope that the revolution will spread out- 
ward and on outward from Montgomery.

Taking ‘College’ on the Plains

Looking back on it, I’m still not sure how I 
ever got enrolled at East Alabama Male College. 

Young high school graduates these days seem, 
somehow, far more worldly and self-assured than 
we were back then. 

Now, the typical student comes into town in 
his expensive sport car with Mom and Dad driv- 
ing his other car—after all, he can only drive one 
of his cars at a time—and somebody else driving 
the moving van with all his dozens of trunks and 
suitcases and such. 

I remember fairly well, although the picture 
is getting a little hazy around the edges, the first 
time I ever laid eyes on “The Loveliest Village.” 
About a month before we graduated from high 
school, Joe Brock and I, having vaguely heard 
about something called college, took us a little 
bus trip that carried us to a couple or three high- 
er learning campuses. 

One, over on the western side of the state, 
somehow turned us off. It just didn’t seem com- 
fortable; we knew, individually and collectively, 
that we wouldn't feel at home there. 

At another, smaller, school we chanced to ar- 
rive at a particularly rainy, gloomy time. And, 
even though we happened to run into a fellow 
from our hometown there, the setting didn’t seem 
conducive to a pursuit of superior knowledge. 
We rode on. 

At last, we came to Auburn. The sun was shin- 
ing (a condition we decided only a few months 
later was a rare one), the birds were singing, the 
campus around old Samford looked and felt like 
a college campus was supposed to look and feel. 

And, while we were not used to such im- 
mense throngs of people—gad! we must have had 
three or four thousand students then—there was 
an air of friendliness that made us feel right at 
home. We decided this was the place. 

Of course, I was counting on Joe to be with 
me, at least in the getting-in stage; he always did 
have a knack for detailed things. He could even 
get model airplanes put together. 

And then that sonofagun did a foul thing. He 
decided to wait till the fall quarter to start, which 
meant I had to face this whole thing of metro- 
politan living all by myself. 

Well, ready or not, here I came. 

When the summer quarter started, I unhitch- 
ed old Hat from the plow over in that field on 
the old Chandler place, you know the one, there 
where Daddy has hay now, got my little travel- 
ing bag all packed, and headed down this way. 

Of course, then, as now, as Daddy has re- 
minded me many times, you can’t get from my 
hometown to here. You have to go somewhere 
else and start. 

But I eventually arrived at the incredibly 
bustling Opelika bus station, where I had to 
change to another bus to get to Auburn. I man- 
aged the transfer fairly easily, this being the sec- 
ond time through there.

“Td like to join up,” I told somebody over at 
the registrar's office, I suppose it was, after | 
had been guided to it by helpful citizens and 
students, 

“Do you have a place to stay?” they asked, 
getting to first things first. 

“No,” I said, “I thought you took care of all 
that.”

nolia Hall.” That was OK with me, although the 
plumbing did take some getting used to. 

Then, there followed the most confusing few 
days of question - asking, form- filling out, and 
line-standing I had ever in my short innocent life 
been subjected to. 

They even asked silly questions like, “What 
do you want to take?” 

“Whaddayah mean, ‘take?’ I just want to go 
to college. I'm here, ready to start. I want to 
take College.” I was a little disappointed in these 
people who were supposed to be pretty smart. 
“Take,” indeed. 

We finally arrived at an agreement and I got 
my dues and room and board and laundry fees 
all paid, and before you knew it, I was drilling 
in ROTC and taking basic PE and listening in

to Auburn: 10 acres of concrete and asphalt and 
14 new places for students to buy namebrand 
jeans and clogs. 

As for shelter—an apartment complex seems 
to have sprung up at the north end of every 
street west of College, some bragging of tennis 
courts, club houses, and townhouse design. Even 
condominiums have come to town and the first 
such is being squeezed tightly onto the north- 
west corner of S. Ross and Thach. Of course 
housing developments stretch Auburn suburbia 
in every direction as do the trailer parks. 

On campus the remodeling of some part of 
Samford Hall which has gone on for the past 
eight years may be in its last stages; the Union 
addition, scheduled to be ready in September, 
promises to open its doors the first of the year; 
and the pouring of foundations for the new 
music building is underway on Samford Ave. 

Bids for the long-awaited $4% million phar- 
macy building were let in late October and com- 
pletion is scheduled for fall, 1975. 

An amazing support of higher education by 
the recent Legislature has meant salary increases 
for Auburn faculty, making them more nearly 
par, and will eventually mean a new home for 
the over over-crowded Architecture Department, 
and that the School of Agriculture can shift its 
labs, fields, chicken coops, and pig pens in the 
coming years. 

Activism is a thing of the past except for the 
Action Ecology group’s persistence in collecting 
newspapers and bottles for recycling, and Stu- 
dent Government Association’s recent idea to do 
away with Associated Women Students (AWS). 

AWS, the SGA maintains, currently does 
nothing but enforce discriminatory women’s 
rules. Old-timers say that, except for changing 
its name (from Women’s Student Government 
Association ) and for a brief time in the early ’70s 
when a couple of liberated types were AWS 
president, that’s all AWS has ever done. 

Inside academia a couple of new deans are 
getting programs underway; new heads grace 
several departments and architecture is seeking 
one; and the Department of Religion is offering 
its first courses.

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Spare The Rod

My friend was eloquently explaining to me 
why she wouldn’t allow a television set in her 
house: 

“All that violence, profanity, gore, and sex 
will certainly turn my children into perverts, or 
murderers,” 

Then she turned to one of her vivacious boys 
who was having it out with his 
brother about whose turn it was 
to throw the ball: 

“If you don’t stop hitting your 
brother, I’m gonna beat you up, 
boy!” 

I had probably repeated this 
same phrase many times myself, 
but only then did I realize the 
absurdity of the remark. Saint 
Hilaire once said: “You use con- 
straint when all you need is 
reason; force when all you need is light.” And 
constraint and force have been the means we 
have used to impose on our children rules and 
regulations which they can’t understand, and 
which we hardly ever take the trouble to ex- 
plain. Since they remain mere words, all the 
more tyrannical because they have no meaning, 
all we have accomplished is to breed rebellion 
and resistance to such laws. 

That in our society, which we call enlighten- 
ed, teachers and school administrators have the 
legal power to actually beat our children into 
docility and conformity, appalls me. I had to 
come to grips with the problem recently, not as 
a teacher—which I am supposedly qualified to 
be—but as a parent. I learned that students in 
one of our schools had their choice of three kinds 
of punishment for misbehavior (such as forget- 
ting to turn in a book): paddling, a method I 
find not only archaic, but degrading; “detention 
hall” — ineffective and humiliating; or copying 
over a certain number of times a single-spaced, 
typewritten page of meaningless rules and regu-

Rea Keeps Standards High

Knowledgeable people on campus generally exhaust their 


lations. In other words,-a waste of the ‘student's 
time (shall we call this demeaning?). When I 
complained in a note to the teacher about the 
idiocy of the latter, 1 was summoned to a con- 
ference about the importance of discipline. 

Now, I know of the need for discipline. Four 
years of education courses have taught me that 
the goal of discipline is to help children grow 
into mentally healthy, responsible, concerned 
people, capable of self-control. aware of the 
rights of others, as well as of their own rights. 
But I question the validity of the means we are 
using to enforce such discipline. I have seen an 
angry principal hurl a small child several feet 
across a school hall. I have heard of severe pad- 
dlings, of taped mouths, of tongue-lashings. And 
[ am revolted, I am concerned. | question the 
efficiency, and even the humanity of such meth- 
ods, for I doubt that a student who, resentfully 
and automatically, copies a page of rules a couple 
of times will gain insight into the social reality, 
Rather, where they are meant to create respect 
for authority, methods such as these are bound 
to breed rebellion against authoritarianism. The 
punishment sheet had a brilliant ending: “Hope- 
fully,” it stated, “the student will be sorry for dis- 
obeying his teacher as any of the above punish- 
ments is a waste of the student’s valuable time, 
when compared with what he might have learned 
during the time it took to complete his punish- 
ment assignment.” Yet, discipline should be de- 
signed to facilitate instruction, not to punish by 
denying an opportunity to learn. Are our schools 
teaching students to “be sorry for disobeying the 
teacher,” or is the purpose of discipline to teach 
a child to live harmoniously in the human so- 
ciety? | 

Two centuries ago, Jean-Jacques Rousseau 
pleaded with educators “to spare the rod,” and 
treat children with the respect due to human 
beings. More recently, Dr. Chaim Ginott, an 
educator himself, and a great child psychologist, 
condemned the acts of violence we commit ir 
the name of discipline. “Children are guests in 
our homes and schools for only a few years in 
which we can really make an impact on their 
personality, on their character, and on their 


vision sets or engaged in rela- 


academic glories,” a professor 
tells his students regularly. An- 
other describes him as “a scho- 
lar determined to uphold stand- 
ards at anyone's risk.” A_ third, 
one of his history colleagues, calls 
him “a brilliant thinker, a forcible 
and candid .speaker, perhaps the 
supreme authority on the colonial 
history of- the old Southeastern 
territory.”

Undergraduates, however, are 
prone to regard him with awe. 
In class, he squeezes a seeming 
eternity of facts into an hour’s 
Space, seldom falls into redun- 
daney, and expects his students 
—so they claim —to remember 
every last word. “Yes, he gives 
us plenty of brilliance,” one com- 
plains, “but he expects us to re- 
turn that brilliance on exams— 
and that’s virtually impossible.” 

When Lt.-Gov. Jere Beasley 
Visited the campus recently, he 
ran into Dr: Rea and told him, 
frankly, “You were the toughest 
Professor I had’at Auburn.” That 
seems to be the concensus opin-

store of superlatives when speaking of eighteenth-century 
historian Dr. Robert R. Rea. “He’s one of Auburn’s chief 


ion among more than a few who 
have studied under Rea. 

His “History of Medieval Eng- 
land” course is probably the 
source of his “hard taskmaster” 
reputation among _ undergrad- 
uates. Required for all pre-law 
students, it covers a period be- 
ginning with Caesar’s invasion of 
Britain in the first century B.C. 
and ending with the restoration 
of the Stuarts after the Puritan 
Revolution in the seventeenth 
century (A.D.). Since most un- 
dergraduates are ignorant of the 
origins of their own culture, in- 
cluding the development of. its 
common law, the course requires 
that they familiarize themselves 
with fundamentals before they 
relate facts and isolate significant 
trends and movements for dis- 
cussion—a task many have not 
had to struggle with in American 
history courses, which cover more 
familiar and less_ extensive 
ground. All in all, it absorbs more 
of their time than many care to 
devote. 

But to Dr. Rea, who thinks 
time is not for wasting, the ma- 
jority of students spend too many 
precious hours in front of tele- 


tively trivial activities, in effect 
spurning the satisfaction that can 
grow out of study given proper 
cultivation. Such an observation 
coming from an anti-social, scho- 
larly recluse might easily be dis- 
missed; but Dr, Rea, in his spare 
time, manages to keep the Au- 
burn fencing club active (“I’m 
the permanent fixture.”), play 
the viola in the university orches- 
tra; and work on research pro- 
jects. He refers to his lifestyle as 
“very relaxing.” 

Undergraduates and their 
problems aside, Dr. Rea’s pri- 
mary concern is with the grad- 
uate history program of which he 
is chairman. “We have a depart- 
ment which will compare favor- 
ably to any in the region, barring 
such old establishments as North 
Carolina, Vanderbilt, and Duke. 
We offer a demanding, profes- 
sional course of study,” he says. 
Perhaps this emphasis on quality 
has something to do with the de- 
partment’s remarkable success in 
assisting graduates to find jobs 
on the flooded history market. 
Dr. Rea; however, attributes it 
to luck, “Proportionally, we've 
been lucky—all but one of our

If we would treat 
our children with respect, we might find that 
this respect will be returned. 

We have not yet found the magic formula to 
eliminate misbehavior in the classroom, or crime 
in the streets, Actually, as it is, we are far 
from achieving success. Meanwhile, we should 
not be so much concerned with the sin of break- 
ing rules as with the sin of breaking people’s 
minds. Children should be guided to see the 
real issues behind the many laws and regulations, 
the real people they will have to live with, in 


harmony and peace, not forced into a sterile con. 
formity, or a precarious docility. For how can 


we expect love, when we teach hatred? How 


can we reap a peaceful generation when we sow 
seeds of violence?

recent graduate students have 
found jobs. When you consider 
that there are about twice as 
many history graduates as there 
are jobs, you know the luck can- 
not last.” Nonetheless, most un- 
dergraduates don’t think about 
future employment when they 
enroll in graduate school. “They 
enroll simply because they enjoy 
history,” he says. 

Unlike Auburn’s, many history 
graduate programs are designed 
to produce specialists who plan 
to concentrate their future teach- 
ing and research on single his- 
torical periods or trends—in es- 
sence neglecting a broad, macro- 
scopic outlook for a detailed, 
microscopic one. Dr. Rea, 
though, thinks neglect of atten- 
tion on teaching a broad view 
can cause some initial irritation 
in the classroom: “I have a good 
friend from Yale who had no idea 


classical origins is not so impor- 
tant as looking more closely at 
relatively recent times,” he says. 

The value of taking such a 
close look—or studying history in 
any context, for that matter—has 
always been questioned by those 
who expect an immediate “prac- 
tical” end out of education. And 
even Dr. Rea will admit that his- 
tory is hardly ar in the 
narrow sense of the workaday 
world. “It’s real value lies in its 
long range consideration of life,” 
he comments. “It provides society 
with a perspective necessary to 
sanity.” Unfortunately, many 
“practical” people are not accus- 
tomed to taking this long range 
view. Instead they often react to 
contemporary events as if hu- 
manity had never experienced 
crisis before. 

It is that reaction, that short 
range view, which Dr. Rea finds

of how to teach a freshman sur- 
vey course. He had to learn by 
experience. Here, we try to pro- 
duce generalists as well as spe- 
cialists for the sake of that first 
group of freshmen a new teacher 
encounters as well as the teacher 
himself.” 

The History Department, for 
all its merit, is small. One cannot 
study ancient and medieval his- 
tory in any detail or find many 
offerings in Asian and African 
studies. Dr. Rea would like to 
expand in all of these directions, 
excluding the ancient. “Most who 
ask for ancient history are fresh- 
men who have no idea of what 
an adequate study of that  re- 
quires—a_ firm background in 
Greek and Latin, just for be- 
ginnings. I believe tracing our 
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potentially dangerous. “We need 
to do some pretty hard thinking 
about priorities, about questions 
of international power, about vi- 
tal resources—from the long range 
point of view. Long ago, we 
should have acknowledged the 
shortage of fossil fuels and devel- 
oped alternatives. In fact, the 
long range view pointed in that 
direction.” Such prudence, how- 
ever, is too often obscured by re- 
actions to relatively insignificant 
problems. 

“I read a book recently, for ex- 
ample, that explored a parallel to 
the hippie-love scene we got so 
upset about a few years ago,” he 
says. “In the seventeenth cen- 
tury, a group of drop outs, it 
seems, decided to live by ‘love’

Despite his modest objections to the contrary, American 
history professor Joseph H. Harrison, Jr., speaks with a 
tongue of sterling silver, often turning lectures into dramatic 


monologues and droll conversa- 
tions into lively debates. “He 
sparkles,” one student comment- 
ed after completing Dr. Harri- 
son’s Jeffersonian history course, 
“and is a maestro of the subtle 
punchline: he tells a joke and, 
then, a couple of minutes later, 
you discover the humor at the 
expense of your classroom notes.” 

Dr. Harrison’s talent for talk— 
quality talk—might have wasted 
away if he had remained at 
Princeton University, assisting 
Dr. Julian P. Boyd edit Thomas 
Jefferson's papers. For a year, 
spanning 1957 and 1958, he col- 
lated manuscripts, deciphered 
eighteenth century script, and lit- 
erally strained his eyes so badly 
he could not read after a fuil 
day’s worth of meticulous re- 
search. 


No contraceptive mind 


“Although I liked the project 
at Princeton, I knew—after a year 
of it—that editorial work was 
clearly not the kind of thing I 
did well. The clerical duties in- 
volved are best suited for a con- 
traceptive mind, one historian 
told me, and I agree that much 
of it is drudgery. That’s the price 
you generally have to pay for ab- 
solute precision.” 

So he returned to teaching, 
spending nearly seven years at 
George Mason College in Fair- 
fax, Virginia, before coming to 
Auburn in 1966. The switch re- 
quired little adjustment since he 
had taught here in the fifties, 


- working after hours on his doc- 


toral dissertation—a study of the 
construction of roads, canals, and 
other internal improvements in 
the early years of the republic. 
In 1954, he received his Ph.D., 
the last of three degrees earned 
at the University of Virginia. 
Presently he is expanding his dis- 
sertation for future publication. 

Although his flair for spicing 
lectures with entertaining anec- 
dotes, wit, and choice talk make 
his classes “fun,” his demand for 
critical evaluation of materials 
and precision in scholarship in- 
sures that his students truly work 
for superior grades. 

“Historians pay more attention 
to details than ever before so it 
is becoming harder and harder 
to be a competent generalist,” 
he warns, justifying his demands 
on history students. Those who 
plan to teach broad-based survey 
courses—one quarter or semester 
United States history courses, for 
example—must know how to cope 
with the massive amount of de- 
tailed information available, 
know where to go for depend- 
able advice on new and revised 
materials, and, finally, know what 
to condense and present in the 
classroom. It becomes a matter 
of “keeping up” in the midst of 
an information explosion, he. ex- 
plains. 

Ironically, when competent 
history teachers are needed more 
than ever before, many qualified 
history graduates on the master’s 
level cannot find teaching jobs, 
Dr. Harrison points out. He 
thinks the current job crisis 


might be best exploited by the 
secondary schools if only they 
would hire history M.A.’s_ with- 
out requiring them to complete 
curricula in schools of education. 

“When I think about the med- 
iocre history instruction some of 
our children receive in school 
and then talk to many bright, 
young jobless history graduates 
without teaching certificates, I 
get angry. It’s a great shame we 
are not able to place history M. 
A.’s and A.B.D.’s in the second- 
ary schools without them having 
to spend time and money on so 
many education courses, many of 
which appear to be redundant.” 

Dr. Harrison devotes most of 
his teaching time to undergrad- 
uate and graduate courses on the 
American revolutionary confeder- 
ation period and the subsequent 
Jeffersonian and Jacksonian eras. 
All candidates for the history Ph. 
D. take his historiography course, 
a study and criticism of the sour- 
ces and development of history as 
a branch of knowledge. (“We start 
with the Bible and the Greeks 
and go from there.”) Occasion- 
ally he teaches a sophomore level 
survey course, generally covering 
U.S. history to the Pegioning of 
Reconstruction. Here, he usually 
encounters some misconceptions 
left over from defective instruc- 
tion in the high schools. 

“Some students believe any- 
thing in print. They point to the 
text and say ‘it has to be right, 
it’s in the book.’ They don’t un- 
derstand that many historians 
disagree with one another or that 
an author is human and some- 
times subject to bad judgment. 
More specifically, I find that 
many students think the British, 
prior to the Revolutionary War, 
were completely tyrannical des- 
pite much evidence to the con- 
trary. This idea appears on exams 
after considerable discussion and 
clarification in class. Sometimes 
you can explain and explain and 
you will not succeed in removing 
that misconception.” 

Throughout the year, he han- 
dles information and applications 
for various scholarships and fel- 
lowships, among them the Ful- 
bright, Rhodes, and Danforth. 
“When I was in Paris doing re- 
search in 1969, the deani’s office 
contacted me and asked me to 
take the job. Since I was study- 
ing, in part, on an Auburn grant, 
how could I refuse?” he chuckles, 
speaking of a task he obviously 
enjoys. 


Speaking Out 


In his spare time, Dr. Harri- 
son relishes “speaking out” on 
current issues or “letting the 
sparks fly,” a habit his father en- 
couraged at the dinner table dur- 
ing the golden days of radio. “My 
father, a Virginia businessman, 
would have us listen to any and 
every old windbag politician on 
the air. During elections he al- 
ways wanted to know how we 
felt—it was important to make a 
choice. Of course, this is not so 
unusual. That's why I was sur- 
prised when I encountered the 
drop-out mentality among some

of my fellow soldiers in the army. 
They would simply leave every- 
thing up to “them” in Washing- 
ton. They didn’t have an opinion; 
they didn’t think it mattered. I 
find that attitude unfortunate— 
and potentially dangerous.” 

So Dr. Harrison speaks out. 
Last spring, for example, he ac- 
cepted an invitation from cam- 
pee radio station WEGL to de- 
vate political science professor 
Donald Hayhurst on the current 
policies of the Nixon administra- 
tion. Much to the surprise of the 
student moderator—who was ex- 
pecting a dull academic affair— 
Dr. Harrison and his opponent 
“started a few arguments as soon 
as they sat down in front of the 
microphones and had to be in- 
terrupted when the show came 
on the air so that listeners could 
get in on the disputes at the 
start.” For three quarters of an 
hour, the sparks flew, prompting 
Plainsman columnist Bill Wood 
to write: “If political parties can 
stimulate ible discussions and 
mutual constructive criticism, 
they will have performed a func- 
tion that alone is enough to jus- 
tify their existence.” 


‘Slugging a Sponge’ 


Dr. Harrison’s talent as a slo- 
ganeer surfaced two summers 
ago at a town gripe session staged 


to protest the firing of a # goa 

olice detective who had not 
ae confronted with the reasons 
for his dismissal. Amidst a ape 
of citizens clamoring for the of- 
ficer’s reinstatement before a 
dour collection of city council- 
men, Dr. Harrison rose to the oc- 
casion and compared the detec- 
tive’s plight to that of “slugging 
a sponge.” How can a man de- 
fend himself if he doesn’t know 
why he was dismissed?, Dr. Har- 
rison asked the council. The 
crowd roared with approval, and 
one newspaper annointed “slug- 
ging a sponge” as the best slogan 
of a week’s worth of political ha- 
rangues. 

“No one has ever tried to shut 
me up although some of my col- 
leagues feel such activity is inap- 
propriate,” he says. “They fear 
students will question a profes- 
sor’s objectivity. But a scholar, 
especially a historian, it seems to 
me, can often put matters into 

rspective and thereby stimu- 
ate students or the public to 
think issues over thoroughly 
whether they finally agree with 
him or not.” 

Although Dr. Harrison speaks 
his mind, few would challenge 
his impartiality. In and out of 
class, he welcomes all points of 
view pertinent to the topic at 
hand. As a historian he thinks 
“the worse thing one can do is 
manipulate the past to provide 
propaganda for the present.

That, 
in short, is why Joseph Harrison 
didn’t become a lawyer, a jour- 
nalist, or a “tobacco man” in Vir- 
ginia like his brother.

rised his new employer since 
ew professors can resist the lure 
of better pay. He and his wife 
Merlin, who also teaches college 
history, simply compared the two 
campuses and found the Auburn 
neg aa more to their liking. 
They cnew the choice of a com- 
fortable setting — the happiness 
factor—could make a crucial dif- 
ference in the quality and quan- 
tity of work they would produce 
as historians. As a consequence 
of their decision, Mrs. Newton 
has taught here and at Hunting- 
don College in Montgomery, 
where she is presently employed, 
while Dr. Newton has spent a 
busy nine years in his dual role 
as teacher and research special- 
ist.

So Dr. Newton had no prob- 
lem finding employment in 1964 
when he completed his doctoral 
dissertation. While teaching at 
Alabama College in Montevallo, 
he was offered positions at Au- 
burn and Texas A&M, the latter 
promising more pay. 

“I was astounded at the Texas 
A&M salary,” he said, “and didn’t 
know quite what to do since I 
much preferred Auburn as a place 
to live and teach.” Dr. Newton’s 
final decision to come here sur-

of undergraduate and graduate 
courses, he has rewritten his doc- 
toral dissertation—a study of the 
origins of Latin American avia- 
tion—for a book which is sche- 
duled to roll off the University 
of Miami Press a year from now. 
“It has two titles: The Perilous 
Sky and U.S. Aviation Diplomacy 
and Latin America, 1919-1931. 
The first one is designed to inter- 
est students and the subtitle to 
satisfy scholars,” he laughs. 
While studying at the Univer- 
sity of Alabama, Dr. Newton dis- 
covered that no one had ever 
done a comprehensive study of

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the circumstances establishing 
Pan-Am as the first truly inter- 
national airline. In The Perilous 
Sky, he discusses how the U.S. 
government, fearing foreign air 
threats to the Panama Canal, 
subsidized Pan-Am_ essentially 
through air mail contracts in the 
late 20’s and early 30's. His ex- 
planation of the resulting rival- 
ries between favored Pan-Am 
and other airlines, both American 
and European, illustrates how 
aviation diplomacy worked in the 
pioneer days of aircraft, espe- 
cially in the Latin American con- 
text. 

But research seldom is conclu- 
sive; it usually leads to myriads 
of unexplored and unexplained 
possibilities tempting historians 
to yaar: lifetimes piecing togeth- 
er details in quest of new, excit- 
ing perspectives. Presently Dr. 
Newton ee the dilemma of de- 
ciding which research project he 
will complete first and worrying 
if he will ever find enough time 
to spend on the others. For ex- 
ws he is reviewing a book 
written by former air official 
Ralph O'Neill, whose now - de- 
funct airline competed with Pan- 
Am for government atronage. 
Afterwards, he would like to 
write O'Neill’s biography. But 
this project would take him from 
his present work on Delta Air- 
lines, a history he and Dr. David 
Lewis, Auburn’s Hudson Profes- 
sor of History and Engineering, 
started earlier this year. That 
work alone (which involves in- 
specting volumes of Delta records 
and interviewing associated per- 
sonnel) could take years’ to com- 
plete and, the two historians dis- 
covered this summer, might: de- 
lay them from writing a compre-

hensive history of all American 
commercial aviation. Dr. New- 
ton’s other ambitions—a history 
of Mexican aviation and another 
on the Western Hemisphere’s 
first enduring airline, Avianca of 
Colombia—make his collection of 
projected undertakings seem 
overwhelming. 

The Delta project will encom- 
pass more than the chronological 
listing of executive decisions and 
activities. Drs. Newton and Lewis 
plan to dissect the entire social

Predictions of future shock and global disaster fail to 
depress Dr. W. David Lewis, Auburn University’s inter- 
disciplinary link between history and engineering. “Lately 


we have gotten ourselves very 
bogged down with doomsday lit- 
erature feasting on the bomb, 
1984, technology controlling man 
and so forth,” he warns. “It's 
getting our morale down when 
we should be concentrating on 
constructive action, accepting our 
responsibility to make moral and 
ethical decisions, shaping the 
destiny of this planet in the direc- 
tion of man over machine and 
not vice-versa. I know we are 
capable of it.” 

The Hudson professor of his- 
tory and engineering calls him- 
self a “cautious optimist,” believ- 
ing man a creature of free will 
who must share God's creative 
power in transforming the earth. 
Technology, he says, is not a dia- 
bolical force scattering the seeds 
of destruction throughout civili- 
zation but a potential reservoir 
of solutions to pressing world 
problems, especially those of the 
environment. 

In a circular describing one of 
his technology an d_ civilization 
courses, he appeals to those who 
will help shape technology in the 
future: “Engineering and _ pre- 
engineering students are encour- 
aged to enroll in the course, 
which should help them under- 
stand and appreciate the devel- 


opment of the profession they in- 
tend to enter and stimulate a legi- 
timate sense of pride in its achie- 
vements and _ contributions to 
mankind. In addition, they should 
gain an increased awareness of 
the larger social forces bearing 
upon the engineer and his work, 
and the many connections be- 
tween technology and other as- 
ects of human culture.” 
Clearly Dr. Lewis occupies a 
unique position on the history 
faculty. A social and intellectual 
historian as well as a specialist in 
the relationship between techno- 
logy and culture, he approaches 


structure of an innovative, twen- 
tieth-century business, interview- 
ing stewardesses and maids as 
well as officials and pilots.

Dr. Newton’s other and more 
immediate responsibility is teach- 
ing, a job he does not neglect to 
pursue research interests.

history by way of social factors 
and forces rather than by empha- 
sis on dates and names.

“The main goal 
of the entire series is to give the

courses, but twice a year, along 
with his colleagues, he assumes 
another responsibility: that of 
teaching a freshman world his- 
tory class. Here he must brush 
up on areas of history other than 
his specialty and devise ways of 
presenting material to a large 
auditorium classroom full of. stu- 
dents there by requirement, not 
by choice. 

“It’s a real test to teach about 
400 students a_ thousand - year 
chunk of world history in three 
months. Sometimes, when I feel 
they are truly learning, I enjoy 
the experience. Occasionally,

Writing quality historical ma- 
terial can absorb a great deal of 
time and therefore shouldn’t be 
subjected to the rigors of “pub- 
lish or perish,” Dr. Rea points 
out. He believes that universities 
requiring professors to publish 
(a discipline somewhat alien to 
Auburn) might be partially re- 
sponsible for “a lot of trashy his- 
torical writing around today.” In 
fact, some of the best books take 
twenty vears to write, he claims. 
His own The English Press In 
Politics 1760-1774 (1964) re- 
ceived high praise in the scho- 
larly arena, and a collaborative 
work written with now Vice 
President for Academic Affairs 
Taylor Littleton, To Prove a Vil- 
lain (1964), a study of the fall 
of Richard III in the Shakespear- 
ian context, achieved some popu- 
lar success. So even if Dr. Rea 
were working elsewhere, he 
would hardly “perish.” His em- 
phasis, as usual, is qualitative. 

He did undergraduate work at 
Friend’s University in Wichita, 
Kansas and both _ his 
master’s and doctorate degrees at 
Indiana University in Blooming- 
ton, finishing it all in 1950. Be- 
fore coming to Auburn, he earn 
ed extra cash by reviewing books 
for The Washington Star and the 
Library Journal (for which he 
presently writes), and still is an 
omnivorous reader, averaging— 
according to campus gossip— 
some five outside books a week 
“for recreation.” Like most rum- 
ors, this one sounds exaggerated; 
but, in the case of Dr. Rea, one 
would be safer believing it than 
not.

On the advanced level, Dr.

of “popular culture” —the com- 
mon man’s reaction to social 
trends. 

“It’s fun to see how similar 
Gloria Steinem and Betty Friedan 
are to some of the nineteenth 
century feminists, like the ones 
who drafted the ‘Women’s De- 
claration of Independence’ in 
1848. There are remarkable sim- 
ilarities between the spirit of the 
past decade and that of the 
1840’s and 1850's,” he says. The 
“Women’s Declaration,” he adds, 
indicted “man” for all the atro- 
cities originally attributed _ to 
George, III, a type of activity 
generally not associated with the 
Victorian Age. 

A traditional scholar mi ght 
question some of the subject mat- 
ter covered in Dr. Lewis’ “Con- 
cepts of Popular Culture” class. 
There, students and professor 
explore the world of popular lit- 
erature, music, television, sports, 
and other “non-academic” cul- 
tural phenomena. The _ class 
learns, for example, that “The 
Wizard of Oz” was a satire on 
social conditions in the 1890’s as 
were many of the works of the 
period, the allegorical meanings 
of which shed new light on the 
common man’s view of his world. 

The class also considers child- 
rens books—such as the Hardy 
Boys, Nancy Drew, and Tom 
Swift series—finding in them a 
pattern of public values and spec- 
ulating on their impact during 
the first half of the present cen- 
tury. Other topics discussed in- 
clude the ideas of Marshall Mc- 
Luhan on the role of mass media 
in modern culture, the impact of 
machines such as the Model-T 
Ford on American society, and 
the way motion pictures and pop- 
ular songs mirror the concerns 
of the public in the different de- 
cades of the twentieth century. 

Science fiction too finds its 


way into some of Dr. Lewis’ 
classes. Its value as a gauge of 
popular reaction to technology is 
the focus of study. “Science fic- 
tion illuminates many of the 
eee and concerns of stu- 
ents who have grown up in the 
post-Sputnik era and who realize 
that many of the changes that af- 
fect their lives most profoundly 
have resulted from scientific and 
technological developments,” he 
commented in an essay appear- 
ing in The Auburn Plainsman 
last Fr In one of his cur- 
rent classes, he traces the histor- 
ical background behind the works 
of Jules Verne, H. G. Wells, Rob- 
ert Heinlein, and Arthur C. 
Clarke, among others. 

Out of the classroom, Dr. 
Lewis is a blur on the sidewalk, 
a friendly blitz on the telephone. 
He moves through a thicket of 
“extra” activities ranging from 
service as senior warden, organ- 
ist, and choirmaster of Holy Trin- 
ity Episcopal Church to research- 
ing the records of Delta Airlines 
(see accompanying story on Dr. 
Wesley Newton.) Some of his 
spare time must also be allocated 
to the compilation of scholarly 
presentations, his duty as na- 
tional program chairman of the 
Society for the History of Tech- 
nology. But the fast pace, which 
parallels his Pennsylvania accent, 
never fails to melt into a leisure- 
ly “there’s always time to talk” 
attitude as soon as students meet 
him for discussion of course re- 
lated matters or, as he puts it in 
his syllabus, “any topics of indi- 
vidual interest.” 

“Yes, I'm extremely busy and 
extremely happy. My career has 
finally jelled. 1 wouldn’t want to 
do anything else, and I'm truly 
grateful to Auburn for providing 
the means.” 

Dr; Lewis’ “good life” at Au- 
burn came after nearly two de- 


cades of nomadic study and a 
variety of academic appoint- 
ments, none of which yielded the 
satisfaction of his present situa- 
tion. Originally aspiring to the 
Episcopalian clergy, he finished 
undergraduate work at Pennsyl- 
vania State University in 1952 | 
and earned his master’s in his- 
tory there in 1954. “I discovered 
I would rather teach than 
rege he comments, regarding 
nis decision not to enter Virginia 
Theological Seminary. 

After a_ three - year period 
teaching public speaking, his 
minor, at a small private school 
in upstate New York, he entered 
Cornell University where he was 
one of the first three doctoral 
students to study under Dr. Da- 
vid Brion Davis, who has since 
won a Pulitzer Prize for his work 
in social and intellectual history. 
In his first post-doctoral position 
at the Hagley Museum in Wil- 
mington, Delaware, Dr. Lewis di- 
rected a graduate program in in- 
dustrial history set up through a 
grant from the DuPont Comp- 
any. Prior to accepting a chair 
at Auburn in 1971, he taught at 
the State University of New York 
at Buffalo during the worst of 
the “campus unrest.” Dr. Lewis 
sympathized with some of the 
dissent but “couldn’t abide the 
tactics” adopted by the activists. 
“When you see force being used 
to prevent free speech, when’ 
picket lines prevent one from get-

very fine research now being 
done by our faculty in the School 
of Veterinary Medicine. Our 
long-term plans have not yet been 
finalized, but we would antici- 
pate that a number of projects 
can begin immediately based on 
the research already under way 
in this area of study. ’ 

“I! think we can anticipate fur- 
ther that this program will attract 
support from other public and 
private sources, so that. Auburn 
will eventually become a major 
center for research on diseases 
which are common to small ani- 
mals,” Dr. Philpott added. 

“Some of the initial research to 
be undertaken will be in com- 
parative neurology,” Dr. Philpott 
stated, pointing out that Dr. B. 
F. Hoerlein who heads the De- 
partment of Small Animal Sur- 
gery and Medicine is widely ac- 
claimed for his work in this area 
of study. “Later, we will broaden 
into other areas of specializa- 
tion,” he added. 

An advisory committee from 
within the School of Veterinary 
Medicine will review and act on 
prreeys for grants for research 

om the funds. “All research car- 
tied out with Ritchey research 
funds will be designed to support 
the teaching effort and to alien 
as well as to furnish enlighten- 
ment into the discipline within 
the science,” Dr. Phi pott stated. 

“Since earnings of the estate 
vary with economic conditions, 
monthly income to Auburn can- 
not now be accurately estimated. 
However, research will move for- 
ward as rapidly and completely 
as available funds allow,” he 
added.
